Sotoetlto  J.  B.  Toner.  *•  A.  Bshk,  B.  E.  Taylor  oad  ay  self  loft  the 
Trodo  Mart  going  south  an  Industrial  Bird.  When  wo  roaohod  Oak  lawn 
Aw* boo,  tho  polio#  dispatcher  re<piest#d  all  amilafcle  aqnads  to  raport 
to  rlcinlty  of  Bast  doffWrson  and  Tsnth  8tr##t.  T eheokod  out  to  this 
looatlon.  Prior  to  arrlral  at  Jefferson  and  Tonth,  w#  reoolmd  lnform- 
that  auspaot  was  soon  mine  Into  tho  Pdfclio  library  *t  Marsalis  and 
Jeff  arson.  Wo  ehoekari  this  out  and  found  it  to  ho  a faloo  report.  Ho 
continued  to  oral  so  In  tho  sms  and  war#  at  Basis  and  tlowellyn  when  we 
raeaimd  information  that  th#  suspect  was  aeon  running  Into  tho  Toma 
Thoatra.  Mo  wont  to  tho  Toms  Theatre.  I lnetrueted  Botootiso  ftihk  to 
ramln  with  tho  radio  end  Toney,  Taylor  and  I want  into  tho  theatre. 

We  wore  told  that  tho  -uepoct  waa  in  tho  balcony.  Wo  war*  quootionin* 
a youae  m who  waa  alt tin;  on  tho  otairs  in  the  haleony  when  the  aanogor 
told  ua  the  auflpoct  waa  on  tho  flrat  floor.  When  I reached  tho  seating 
area  on  min  floor,  aosaral  officers  war#  in  tho  process  of  dlsarsAng 
and  handcuffing  tha  auspaot.  The  ouapaet  yelled  *1  know  «y  rights,  this 
is  polio*  brutality".  I did  not  see  anything  that  indicated  that  any 
war*  farce  was  used  than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  of foot  the  arreat.
